It 
listed till a late bour. after which if was reported shat Herr van 
Simons had resigned. but to-dav itis beliewed he will retain oiice. 

According to the Soereen Z. i4ung, Here von Simons will tell the 
Reichstag that Germany cannot accept the Allied dem. ds, because 
they are impracticable. He will explain the German Governments 
idea of & settlement and declare that the invitation ta the London 
Conference on February 28 will only be useful if it deals with what 
is poasible, not impossible. 

h is rumoured that negotiations are proceeding to induce the 
Majority Socialists and the German Natibnals toenter the Govern; 
ment in the hope of creating a united front.

on the basis of the decisions of the Entente and irtends to put 
forward counter-proposals.” ,

He recalled his awn proposals 
atSpa and described the Entente Note as the hasty out-ome of 
difficul: negotiations, He declared that the Governmant would 
loyally carry out ita obligations ag regards disarmament and con- 
tinicate with the various State Governments on the subject. He 
then ciscoursed lengthily as rexards reparations. |

In shor?,the position, aftertwo 
years peace, is,as.shown by the 
rates of exchange, far wors> than 
in 1915. Therefore, Europe is 
slowls drifting into a state. of 
sankrupiey, which means that 
ultimately. she will no longer be 
able to buy the bare necessities of 
life. When that happens the 
wiola system must collaps-. 
What that means is shown 
by the condition of affairs in 
Hussia, & countrys, which, being 
mainly egricaltural, should have 
‘been able to feed itself if any 
European country could. .
